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GREATEST OFFENSIVE 
OF TEAR LAUNCHED IN 
THE AMERICAN SECTOR 


(A ssociated P re ss L eased W ire.) 
After a wait of :»:> day s since they were halted in their 
plu nge toward Compiegne along the west bank of the 
Oise riv er the Germans at dawn today lau nched a 
new phase of their mighty offensiv e by attackiny froc 
Chatteau Thierry to Maissen, north of Massiges, and as 
fa r east as Rheims, ov er a front of abou t 65 miles, the 
greatest attack of the y ear. 


HAVE CROSSED THE MARNE AT PLACES 
Latest reports state that the Germans hav e crossed 
the Marne in sev eral places. This probably refers to the 
rea ches of the Marne between Chatteau Thierry and 
Do rma ns. 
American troops are engaged in battle in this region 
and reports say they are handling the enemy well. They 
broke u p the German driv e in the Vau x region west of 
Chatteau Thierry in a dashing cou nter attack. 


AMERICAN ARMY CORPS IN FIGHT 
The American positions ex tend northwest of Chat­ 
teau Thierry to the v illage of Tocy on the Clingon riv er, 
and east along the Marne to Jou l Gonne, where they hav e 
been engaged in local fighting recently . 
* 
General Liggett has abou t 220,000 men, the first army 
corps in this sector. 
So far as is known no American 
troops are in the neighborhood of Rheims, which seems 
to be the center of the tremendou s storm loosed by the 
enemy at dawn today . 


TREMENDOUS BOMBARDMENT PROCEEDS 
For hou rs the entente ally lines hav e been u nder a 
bombardment of tremendou s character, not only in the 
actu al battle area, bu t towns and cities far in the rear are 
the targets of 10 and 12-inch projectiles fired from nav al 
siege gu ns. Du ring the past few weeks it has been ru mor­ 
ed that the resu mption of the enemy offensiv e wou ld wit­ 
ness a long range bombardment and that places hereto­ 
fore considered safe wou ld be in the shelled area. 
These ru mors prov ed tru e, shells being sent into 
Meau x , 25 miles distant. It is believ ed that the German 
main effort wou ld be loosed against the lines from the 
Marne to the Aisne, north of Chateau Thierry and in the 
Picardy sector toward Abbey v ille, or fu rther north in the 
Ly s sector against the channel ports. Along this line the 
allies hav e daily been improv ing their positions, bu t the 
Germans chose a sector where, ex cept for su rprise at­ 
tacks arou nd Rheims, late in Ju ne, it has been qu iet sinct 
the offensiv e lau nched on the Aisne on May 27 came to a 
standstill. 
This line, of which Rheims may he considered the 
key stone, may hav e been chosen for the reason that infor­ 
mation might hav e been receiv ed by the Germans that it 
was less strongly held. 
The Germans hold the north bank of the Marne for a 
distance of 20 miles east of Chatteau Thierry . 
Washington, Ju ly 15—The Germans hav e selected 
their road to Paris for the renewal of their offensiv e, of­ 
ficia ls here believ e, ju dging from early reports, which 
show that the pressu re against the French may be desig­ 
nated to pav e the way for a later assau lt north of Rheims, 
on the road to the channel ports, which is believ ed to be 
the main object of the whole German plan. 
The new battle line ex tends clear arou nd Rheims, in 
a more than 50 mile sweep from Chateau Thierry , where 
the first and second div ision of Americans are in line. 
American troops in the Jau lgonne sector of the Marne 
ea st of Chateau Thierry also are inv olv ed. 
Where the main force of the attack will fall is not y et 
clear. 
The apex of the German adv ance is at Chateau 
Thierry , where the American first army corps is now hold 
ing. It is presu med that the main operations will be some-

By the bottle prices have been in­ 
creased in the case of Italian ver­ 
mouth from 40 cents the litre to as 
much as $1.80. and the price of inferior 
French vermouth is $2.

In the words 
of the program of the interallied la- 
bo* conference ‘the rig ht of each na ­ 
tion to the defense of its own econ­ 
omic interests and to the conserva­ 
tion of a sufficiency of foodstuffs and 
materials cannot be denied.”

Russia’s collapse has doubtless reinforced Germany and in conseq uence 


pan-Germanism, so far as the map is concerned, has come nearer realization 


than anticipated. Naturally the German people are encouraged, despite the 


failure of the last big drive, and her military leaders are using the situa­ 


tion for all it is worth, k eeping their people ignorant of the one great fact; 


that the military power of the Central Powers is fast declining, while that 


of the Allies is as rapidly rising. At the moment the outlook is probably for 


a longer struggle, because German power of endurance has been increased 


by the use of Russian resources, while our own 
army , which 
must offset 


these gains, will req uire enlargement to meet the full strength that may be 


req uired. We are mak ing efforts to commensurate without powers as a na­ 


tion, and there is no doubt whatever of the result. Our government is now 


considering a change of policy toward Russia. Thus far we have done little 


bey ond offering moral and financial aid. It is evident that Russia cannot re­ 


cover without some strong central leadership, either from within or with­ 


out. Leadership from within is not y et forthcoming. Encouragement from 


without is the only apparent way of preventing Germany from permanently 


holding Russia in its talons. Russia is evidently back ward in calling 
for 


Japan’s aid, and she seems to fear the selfishness of other nations. There is 


no country which can offer disinterested assistance 
so completely as 
the 


United States; and if force is needed, as seems lik ely , active participation 


of the United States would reassure Russian sensibilities and be an impor­ 


tant factor toward 
bringing Russia 
back into the war on the

pier. This rule applies to the o fficers 
as well as to the men. 
Once abo ard, there they remain, no 
sho re co mmunicatio n being permitted.

HOUSEWIVES ARE URGED 
TO USE GRAHAM FLOUR 


Supply on Hand Likely to Spoil 
During Summer Months. 


MANUFACTURERS 
LEARNING 
NEW USES FOR CANE SUGAR 
SUBSTITUTES 


Because the approaching hot weath­ 
er is lik ely to spoil a large supply of 
graham and whole wheat tlour now on 
hand, the United States Food Admin­ 
istration requests the use of these two 
Hours. 
Ev ery purchaser of whole wheat and 
graham Hour is required to buy only 
six-tenths of a pound of authorized 
substitute, which is a less quantity of 
substitutes 
than 
is 
required 
with 
wheat flour. 
“Buy Hour in small quantities." 
See that it Is in good condition 
when purchased ” 
"Keep in a coqfl, dry place.” 
rhese are the suggestions made by 
the food administration to users of 
wheat flour substitutes during the sum­ 
mer months. 
Before putting the flour away, house-1 
wiv es are adv ised to sterilize it by 
heating slowly in an ov en in shallow 
pans. 
Sterilized tins or jars should 
also be used to 
keep the Hour In. and 
should be put away In a 
eo o i place, 
and two lots from different purchases 
should nev er be mixed. 
The food administration is urging 
the use of break fast foods made from 
wheat, and of macaroni both of which 
are subject to spoilage by the summer 
heat.

Chicago.—S. A. Fisliel, 200 South 
Wells street, Chicago, who owns and 
operates n large soda fountain and 
luncheon business, 1ms submitted to 
the U. S. Food Administration, Illinois 
div ision, this important, sugar-sav ing 
recipe: 
For simple sirups use 2 0 po unds of 
crystal white corn sirup, light color, 
6 pounds of granulated sugar and 1*4 
gallons of water, which will mak e four 
gallons of heav y sirup. 
I>> not boil hut mix and stir well 
all of these ingredients until well dis­ 
solv ed and yon will hav e a product 
which will hold up well without fer­ 
menting, costing os follows: 


20 pounds of light corn sirup. 
. . .$1.30 
G pounds of granulated sugar.. 
.48 


Manufacturers are rapidly beginning 
to discov er what they can do with 
cane sugar substitutes. 
As tie* present regulations of the 
United 
States 
Food 
Administration 
control only the use of cane and beet 
sugar, such substitutes as corn sugar, 
grape sugar, glucose, honey, maple 
sugar, molnssos, corn sirup, and refin­ 
ers’ sirup, are nfl gaining in use among 
taa nufacturers. 
"A man nev er k nows what he can 
do until he tries,” applies to substi­ 
tutes for sugar as well as anything 
else, says Charles Stev enson, chief of 
the manufacturer's sugar div ision of 
tin» United States food administration, 
Illinois div ision. 
Since the 15th of May, 1018, the 
date upon which the supply of sugar 
to 
manufacturers 
was 
controlled, 
strung** tilings hav e happened. 
Many 
manufacturers who thought they could 
not do without cane or beet sugar 
hav e found that corn sugar, which Is 
not controlled, serv es their purpose 
much better. 
Manufacturers of non-edibles arc 
denied any sugar. 
One manufacturer 
whose purchases ran into the hundreds 
of thousands lias found corn sugar 
both profitable and practical and can­ 
not understand why he didn’t experi­ 
ment with it before. 
The answer is 
that necessity got him out of a rut. 
Another manufacturer of non-edi­ 
bles who had 5,*Wk 1,000 cans deliv ered 
to him for bis product, the day before 
the ruling came our, saw ruin staring 
him In the face until he found he could 
us» » sugar substitutes. 
If manufacturers. Instead of Insist­ 
ing on <*ane and beet sugar, would ex­ 
periment. the latest ruling of tin* Unit­ 
ed States Food Adminisirutioir, may be 
a boon to them. 
The substitutes which are not in­ 
cluded in tin* gov ernment’s rationing 
plan are honey, maple sugar, grape su­ 
gar, corn sirup, corn sugar, glucose, 
molasses and refiners' simps, ilu* bit­ 
ter being by-products of the refiners 
and inv ert sugai and maltose.

Thrashers are cautioned to allow tho 
wheat to thoroughly dry in tho shock 
befo re thrashing. 
If wheat is thrashed wet, or ev en 
damp, It is impossible to prev ent its 
heating in the country elev ators, or in 
tin* cars before it reaches the terminal 
mark ets where there is adequate dry­ 
ing machinery. 
Wheat that is thrashed wet will de­ 
teriorate so rapidly that it will not be 
fit by tiie time it reaches the mill, it 
is pointed out. 


A record in sugar conserv ation lias 
boon established In Decatur during the 
past month. 
Frank L. Ev ans, city food adminis­ 
trator. declares that tin* amount of
